Bus Regulation Fair Trial 


By FRANCIS P. DAILY | 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—The 
automotive industry of the | 

country is ready to accept the 

judgment of those who propose 

Federal regulation of motor buses 
in interstate traffic, at least until 
it shall have been given a fair 
trial. 

While the industry is opposed to 
the granting of power to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission which 
would stifle competition between 
motor bus lines and the railroads, 
the manufacturers feel that such 
provision also should be given an 
opportunity to be demonstrated if 
it is desirable in the public interest 
along with the question of regula- 
tion of rates. 

The position of the industry as 
represented by the National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce was 
clearly set forth before the House 
Committee on Interstate and For- 
Commerce, which continued 
hearings today on the bill sponsored 
by Senator Couzens of Michigan, 
which provides for Federal regula- 
tion of motor buses in interstate 
traffic.

DROP SLIGHTLY 


November Registrations 
183,633, Down 
13% 


NEW VORK, 10.—Regis- 
trations of new passenger 
cars in the United States in No- 
vember, 1929, fell below the cor- 
responding month of the preced- 
ing year for the first time in 1929. 
The sales level remained suffi- 
ciently high, however, to keep the 
increase for the first eleven 
months of 1929 to more than 25 
per cent. over the corresponding 

period of 1928. 

Domestic sales for November, as 
indicated by the _ registrations, 
amounted to 183,633, as compared 
with 212,093 in the corresponding 
month of 1928, a decline of 28,460, 
equivalent to 13.3 per cent. In view 
of the fact that every preceding 
month of the year had shown an 
increase over the corresponding 
month of 1928, the decline of 133 
per cent. in November was not 
great and really less than might 
have been ; 


The seasonal decline in Novem- 
ber was heavy, due to the fact 
that the falling off in the months 
just preceding had not been as 
large as could have been nor- 
mally expected. The registration 
for the month of 183,633 new cars 
compared with 288,829 on October, 
this being a decline of 105,196, 
equivalent to 36 per cent. 

It is interesting to note that both 
Ford and Chevrolet showed gains in 
November, 1929, registrations over 
the corresponding month of 1928, 
Ford’s domestic sales for the month 
amounted to 69,516, as against 
66,588 in November, 1928, while 
Chevrolet's registrations were 38,- 
881, as compared with 34,133 in the 
month of the pre-

ceding year. 

Among the other cars registered 
more heavily in November, 1929, 
than in the same month of 1928, 
were Auburn, Cadillac, Hudson, 
Hupmobile, Peerless and _ Pierce-

Ready to Give Interstate 
Bus Regulation Fair Trial

of the manufacturers, appeared be- 
fore the House committee and in- 
dorsed all of the main principles of 
the measure 

Others who testified in support of 
the bill were W. W. Wakelee, vice- 
president of the Public Service Co- 
ordinated Transport of Newark, N. 
J., and a director of the legislative 
committee of the National Associa- 
tion of Motor Bus Operators, which 
is affiliated with the American 
Automobile Association; John E 
Benton and A. R. McDonald, gen- 
eral solicitor and chairman, respec- 
tively, of the legislative committee 
of the National Association of Rail- 
road and Utilities Commissioners, 
and Ivan Bowen, representing the 
Greyhound Lines and member of 
the legislative committee of the 
National Association of Motor Bus 
Operators. 

Mr. Johnson pointed out that 
whenever Congress or other gov- 
ernmental agencies have taken up 
the question of motor bus legisla- 
tion the chamber, through its rep- 
resentatives, has expressed its be- 
lief in the principle of regulation in 
the public interest. 

He said that for several years 
representatives of the industry have 
sought to co-operate with repre- 
sentatives of the public and of other 
agencies of transportation in an ef- 
fort to arrive at conclusions which 


would protect the public interest in | 


efficient transport of all kinds. 

As a result of various confer- 
ences representatives of the rail- 
road and public utility commis- 
sions, the steam railroads, electric 
railways and motor bus operators, 
Mr, Johnson’ explained, have 
agreed upon the proposals con- 
tained in the Couzens bill. 

Mr. Johnson added that the 
measure has been carefully consid- 
ered by a special committee ap- 
pointed by the board of directors of 
the N. A. C. C. 

“We believe that in the main it 
protects the public interest,” Mr. 
Johnson said, “and that its provi- 
sions are as adequate as can be 
any provisions written in advance 
of experience. 

“It has been our judgment that 
highway transportation shoul 
stand or fall solely on its merit 
and the desire of the public for this 
form of communication. 

“Conseauently we have consis- 
tently opposed that section of the 
bill which would require the com- 
mission to take into account exist- 
ing available transportation 
vices in the issuance of certificates 
of public convenience and neces- 
sity. 

“We still hold that this language 
is unnecessary in the public inter- 
est, and that it might operate to the 
disadvantage of those who desire to 
travel over the road. But we are 
ready to accept the judgment of 
those who propose it, at least until 
it shall have been given a fair trial. 

“We have held, and Still believe, 
that bus transportation rates should 
not be subject to regulation, at least 
until it has developed that the pub- 
lic interest is adversely affected by 
existing rates. 

“Again, however, we are ready to 
accept the judgment of those who 
propose this regulation until experi- 
ence has demonstrated whether or 


ser- | 


not it is desirable in the public in- 
terest. 

_ “We anticipate that other sec- 
tions of the bill may be found 
open to criticism and that prob- 
ably perfecting amendments will 

be found necessary, but we also 
believe that bus transportation has 

now come to occupy such an im- 
portant place in the transportation 
structure of the country that tve 
public should have every advan- 
tage which may come to it from 
fair, constructive regulation. 

“In making this statement, may 
we again point out that at all times 
we make an exception of the motor 
truck. As time goes on, we believe 
that events have reinforced our or- 
iginal position, that by its very 
nature the truck constitutes a flex- 
ible agency in the carriage of com- 
modities whose service to the ship- 
ping public rests upon its entire 
freedom from regulation except 4s | 
to the protection of life, limb and 
property, which is fully provided for 
by the regulatory laws of all of the} 
states of the Union. | 

“With the sincere belief, then, 
that time has been gained rather 
than lost by the careful considera- 
tion which Congress has given this 
question and by its refusal to be 
hastened into ill-considered legisla- 
tive action, we again join with the 
other groups in asking that your 
committee give favorable considera- 
tion to the preparation of a law pro- 
viding for the regulation of the bus
